He said :

“About 9:45, after calling Wyoming
and ascertaining that the freight was
there, the dispatcher called me rapid-
ly half a dozen times, When I an-
pwered on the wire he told me to ‘bust’
this order. 1 wrote ‘Bust it' across the
order just 4s No, b was coming in,

“Conductor McAuliffe came in and
arked me what the order board was
out aguinst him for, I told him that
ve had had an order for him, but the
dlspatcher had ‘busted’ it. He asked
me to hurry and to write him a clear-
®ace, which T did, After the train had
ptarted and was out of my reach the
dlspateher lewrned that the frelght had
wft Wyoming, 1 told him I could not
Flop No. 5, as it had left. He Immedi-
itely began calling King’s Court Junc-
tlon, the station between Watford and
Wangtead. on the raflroad wire, and I
tried to ralse them on a commercial
wire.
